PURPOSE: To prevent the sound quality of an acoustic 
signal from being deteriorated even when digital servo 
is performed by setting a ratio of the sampling 
frequency Fa of the acoustic signal to the sampling 
frequency Fb of analog- digital A/D conversion or 
digital-analog D/A conversion at a ratio of integer. 

CONSTITUTION: A means 22 to take out a focusing error 
signal and a tracking error signal from an optical disk 
21 on which the acoustic signal is recorded with the 
sampling frequency Fa, an A/D conversion means 23 to 
perform the A/D conversion of the focusing error signal 
and the tracking error signal, and a digital signal 
processing circuit 24 to apply prescribed computation on 
digitized focusing error signal and tracking error 
signal are provided. Also, a D/A conversion means 25 to 
perform the D/A conversion on the output of the digital 
signal processing circuit is provided. And constitution 
is formed in such a way that the ratio of the sampling 
frequency Fa to the sampling frequency Fb of the A/D 
conversion or the D/A conversion is set at the ratio of 
integer. In such a way, it is possible to prevent 
crossmodulation due to the sampling frequency Fa and the 
sampling frequency Fb from being generated, and to 
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
